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JUDICIAL BOARD TAKES 
ACTION AGAINST FRATS 


INVOLVED IN 'PIE FIGHT’

After over five ours of 
confrontation and deliberation 
pehind the sealed doors of Li- 
brary 106, a special ad hoc 
hearing board consisting of 
the the Board of Justice and 
administrators announced 
Tuesday afternoon that the 
action toward fraternities and 
fraternity members involved 
in the May 6 cafeteria “pie- 
fignt’ would be denial of rush 
and pledging privileges 


Furter disciplinary action 
shall be carried out by the in- 
dividual groups _ involved 
through co-ordination with 


the Inter Fraternity Council. 


Donald W. Bailey, Dean of 
Students at SSC, stated in a 
summary of the afternoon’s 
meeting that “We didn’t ask 
for names because the fratern- 
ities requested group respon- 
sibility rather than individuai. 
We have pictures for identifi- 
cation.” 

Essential actions wili be-in 
the denial of rushing privil- 
eges and social probation of 
four campus fraternities, Theta 
Chi, Phi Alpha, Phi Kappa 
Tau and Alpha Sigma Phi. It 
is expected that they will take 
action against their own in- 
dividuals. 


“This action was not in 
place of other discipline,” 
Bailey emphasized, “but they 
requested that they may take 
action themselves. We are not 
saying the punishment was 
enough or too much, but leav- 
ing it up to the groups.” 

Probation will commence in 
September of the Fall 1966 
semester and be administered 
throughout that entire semes- 
ter. None of the four cited 
fraternities will be allowed to 
conduct rush functions or take 
pledges for the normal pledg- 
ing peroid. 


“We feel the punishment 
was just,” commented IFC 
president Bill Townsend, 


speaking for the IFC and ad- 
joining fraternities after the 
meeting, “but it was rather 
fNarsh.” 

“At this point we must de- 
cide if we are going to em- 
bark on the path set forth 
and run parallel with the ad- 
ministration and its views, or 
whether to diverge in a cross- 
roads and widen the gap be- 
tween fraternities and Admin- 
istration as was evidenced by 
the incident, May 6 

“Pie throwing resulted from 
a general decline of moral at- 
titudes between the fratern- 
ities and individual members 
Our proposal was self-inflict- 
ed and intended to implement 
and accept proposals by Dean 
McKoane. The gap between

administration and fraternities 
is caused basiclly by a lack of 
communication and lack of in- 
terest. 

“We think it can be nar- 
rowed through the action tak- 
en yesterday and today. The 
decision of the board was a 
kickoff point for much more 
harmonious communication be- 
tween Administration and fra- 
ternities 

“I am disappointed that the 





punishment was so harsh but 
greatful for the fact that the 
administration honored our 
proposal—this too will help 
narrow the gap.” 

Controversy over the _ re- 
sponsibilities of fraternities on 
the Sacramento campus arose 


after an “obviously premeditat- 


ed pie fight” involving Greek 

and non-Greek students dur- 

ing Grek Week activities in

Evaluations Sell Out, 
Plans Made For Next Year 


Sacramento State’s first cur- 
riculum evaluation, which 
completely sold out within 
two days of going on sale, has 
received generally enthusias- 
tic responses from students 
and faculty. 

John Poswall, ASSSC Pres- 
ident and member of the Cur- 
riculum Evaluation Commit- 
tee, stated that faculty he has 
talked to largely agree with 
their evaluations and find 
them beneficial in planning 
their courses for next year 

Poswall «aid the evaluations 
will certainly be taken into 
consideration for the Out- 
standing Faculty Award given 
by the State College Trustees 
to one exceptional professor 
on each State College campus. 

Poswall also feels that the 
evaluation will be one vehicle 
for expressing students’ opin- 
ions when tenure positions are 
decided. 

The ASSSC chief added that 
students seem to be finding 
the evaluation booklet an aid 
in making decision on their 
schedule for the fall semester. 


Poswall explained that only 
1,000 copies of the booklet 
were printed this year because 
it went to press late, because 
it was the first attempt, and 
because the booklet was re- 
produced on paper masters 
waich only will print about 
1000 copies. 

Probably about 2500 copies 
of next year’s evaluation will 
be printed, according to Pos- 
wall 

Possible changes for next 
year inciude putting the stu- 
dents’ majors on the IBM 
ecards and in the bookiet put- 
ting the number of responses 
used in the numerical and writ- 
ten ratings The questions 
atked on the IBM card will 
possibly be reworked to some 
extent. 

Poswall hopes more profes- 
sors will participate with 
comments on their courses 
next year, and that students 
will make more relevant, ser- 
ious comments. 

Poswall emphasized that it 
is only the first attempt, and

Draft Test With 
Viet Nam Test 


Students for a Democratic 
Society will distribute a Viet- 
nam Test at SSC and at 1400 
other testing places through- 
out the « untry this Saturday 
during the Selective Service 
Draft test. 

The test was drawn up by 
several nationally known ex- 
perts on Vietnam including 
Marvin Gettleman, Bernard 
Fall and Robert Scheer. The 
test asks basic questions about 
the causes for the war and in- 
cludes information on the Ge-~ 
neva Accords. An answer sheet 
is included with the test and 
the information is documented. 

The Sacramento State Col- 
lege Chapter of SDS is print- 
ing 140,000 tests to be dis- 
tributed throughout the coun- 
try.

The clinic will bring 
together band directors and 
students from the Western 
States, and Holloway hopes to 
make use of this opportunity 
to recruit members for the SSC 
Band. 

In addition, Holloway has 
sent recruiting letters to high 
schools in the SSC _ service 
area. 


According to Oase the SSC 
band will have a maximum of 
120 members and will play at 
several away football games in 
the fall. 


The Band’s uniforms are be- 
ing designed by the Saul-Frank 
Company in St. Louis, Missouri. 
The firm is flying Holloway to 
St. Louis to help in designing 
the uniforms, which should be 
sent to the College by June for 
approval. 


The reinstitution of the SSC 
Marching Band this year was 
done at the instigation of the 
Board of Directors. 


A table will be set up at 
registration for students wish- 
ing more detailed information 
on the Band.

the SSC cafeteria Friday, May 
6. 

Lasting but a few moments, 
the skirmish spread chocolate, 
berry and lemon meringue pie 
over tables and several of the 
more than two hundred spec- 
tators who crowded the cafe- 
teria outskirts. 

To top the activities, some of 
the air-borne delicacies splat- 
tered Dean McKoane, Associ- 
ate Dean of Students, who 
was seated at a nearby cafe- 
teria table. Students deny that 
any of the pies were actually 
aimed at her and some admit 
not even knowing her identity 
at the time. 

Warning had been given 
fraternities concerning admin- 
istration intervention to pre- 
vent a reoccurrance of a sim- 
ilar incident this year. Some 
fraternities wanted to make 
the “pie-fight’ an annual 
Greek Week event, but not 
necessarily in the cafeteria. 

In response, the Board of 
Directors on Wednesday fol- 
lowing the fight unanimously 
passed a resolution advocating 
suspension of the constitutions 
of those fraternities involved 
or found to be implicated in 
the action. In addition, a blan- 
ket one-semester probationary 
period for the entire fratern- 
ity system was requested

ed: “The ‘pie-fight’ involving 
members of the fraternity sys- 
tem .. . shows an obvious 
lack of maturity and judge- 
ment 

“This type of behavior is 
not desirable in a college com- 
munity.” 

Students, faculty, and ad- 
ministratiors sat on the nine- 
member ad hoc panel com- 
prising the Board of Justice- 
adminisrtative body, estab- 
lished to review the case and 
the BOD resolution. As chair- 
man of the review board, 
Dean Bailey presided over the 
hearing which opened the ses- 
sion at one o’clock Tuesday. 

Facts of the incident and a 
resolution of the proposed ac- 
tion to be taken by the IFC 
along with photographs of the 
skirmish was submitted before 
the board. In addition, open 
confrontation with IFC presi- 
dent Bill Townsend and presi- 
dents and representatives 

IFC's resolution accepted 
partial responsibility of the 
events occurring May 6 and 
also requested that any disci- 
plinary actions should be car- 
ried out through the IFC 
council 

At 2:45 p.m, additional wit- 
nesses and spokesmen for or 
against fraternity involvement 
were allowed to address the 
board before private deliber- 


ation began at 3:15 
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Until after 5 p.m. the board 
reviewed pertinent material 
and reached the conclusion 
that initial disciplinary pun- 
ishment should be left up to 
the fraternity system and those 
four fraternities found guilty 
of implication will be subject 
of social probationary proced- 
ure.

that it is always possible to 
make errors. If they are sig- 
nificant, faculty members are 
urged to bring them to the at- 
tention of the Curriculum 
Evaluation Committee. 

Poswall added that the 
Committee did its best to 
guard against posible errors, 
particularly in editing of stu- 
dents’ comments, by checking 
and rechecking written eval- 
uations for the bookiet against 
tne students’ statements from 
which they were drawn. 


If there seems to be a dif- 
ference in the written and 
numerical ratings, students are 
advised to take the numerical 
ratings ss more valid, since 
they do not involve editing or 
interpretation. 


Poswall commended Larry 
Alamao, chairman of the Cur- 
riculum Evaluation Commit- 
tee, for his continued diligence 
and effort in preparing the 
evaluation. 

Funds have already been 
budgeted for next year’s eval- 
uation, according to Poswall. 
This year’s booklet cost the 
ASSSC about $500 over the 
amount taken in by sales of 
the evaluation.

John Poswail is right: Now 
is the time for the Board of 
Directors to redeem campaign 
promises. The ASSSC budget 
requests are now being formu- 
lated, and soon the Board of 
Finance and the BOD will have 
a chance to act on such re- 
quests and, if necessary, sup- 
plement them when they are 
inadequate. 


Last year a small scale bud- 
get war was fought to improve 
cultural programs and the 
Hornet; I hope and believe that 
such a war will not be neces- 
sary this year. This BOD has 
a good record, and I hope in 
this coming time of trial that it 
will continue its progressive 
posture. I have compiled a 
small list of problems which 
have plagued us in the past; I 
hope the BOD will act swiftly 
to correct them. 


1. Last year though 50 or 
more people attended the BOF 
meeting to decide the fina) 
budget before it was submitted 
to the BOD, there were no ex- 
tra copies of the budget re- 
quests. The single copy posted 
in the library two or three 
nights in advance is little help. 
Would it be possible to run 
off a hundred extra copies of 
the proposed budget? These 
copies could be sent to all de- 
partments, and interested 
parties who attend the BOF 
meeting could follow the de- 
liberations intelligently. Could 
such copies be available a 
week in advance? The cost 
would be minimal and a neces- 
sary informational item. 


3. The Hornet this year 
proved to be a very adequate, 
even good paper on Friday. 
Tuesday's edition was general- 
ly a loss. We need a “Friday” 
paper three times a week. If 
the paper is to be improved, 
we must start somewhere to 
break the cycle of no staff, no 
copy, no space, by at least in- 
suring the space. We might 
then solicit independent con- 
tributions for a period of time 
until the staff grew adequate 
to handle the increased copy 
necessary. 


4. We must pay the Hornet 
editors, at least sorne of them, 
a modest salary. I would prefer 
to see the Journalism Depart- 
ment request $2,500 or $3,000 
in student assistant money for 
such a purpose, but if such 
money is not available, the 


LITTLE MAN 
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BOD must supply the money. 
Arguments about the unfair- 
ness of such a request in view 
of the fact musicians and ath- 
letes get no salary are not per- 
suasive; we must view each 
argument individually. Jour- 
nalism is not a glamour field; 
I know of no journalists who 
are given $200,000-600,000 bo- 
nuses for signing up to work 
for the Kansas City Star. Be- 
sides, we have an excellent 
athletic program without sub- 
sidizing our athletes. 


I will not speak about musi- 
cians; their wages are a dis- 
grace to our society. But, our 
musical productions are not in 
need of the improvement -the 
Hornet is. The Hornet desper- 
ately needs improvement; the 
orchestra does not. Moreover, 
the newspaper is constantly 
before the public’s eye; the or- 
chestra is not. Newspapers are 
image makers. A good news- 
paper builds morale. More 
important, it builds a sense of 
community. We need a better 
newspaper. Let's do something 
about it; let’s try to attract 
talent by paying for it. The 
great truth of our society is 
that money does talk; it does 
buy talent. Maybe it will buy 
it for the Hornet. 


5. The Cultural Programs 
Committee would like to ex- 
pand its operations to include 
drama, music, dance, as well 
as films and speakers. The 
costs are high but not exhorbi- 
tant, e. g. the Paganini Quar- 
tet would cost $650; other ex- 
cellent groups are less expen- 
sive. Last year the CPC made 
some progress. This year, with 
the aid of the BOF and BOD, 
maybe the Cultural Programs 
Committee will be given the 
funds it needs to put on an 
excellent college-wide program 
embracing all thé disciplines. 


I hope that this year more 
of the faculty will speak up to 
inform the BOD of its senti- 
ments. Both the BOD and 
BOF include faculty members 
and administrators, as well as 
students. The ASSSC budget 
(next year over $150,000) is 
thus not merely a student mat- 
ter, it is a college matter and 
must be so treated. The bud- 
get helps shape the atmosphere 
of this college, and anything 
that affects the atmosphere 
must be the concern of every- 
one who believes in the totality 
of the educative process.

Surely it is evident that the 
harm which is being done by 
our military intervention in 
the internal civil strife of the 
entire nation of Viet Nam far 
outweighs any possible good 
which could come from such 
intervention. The bombings 
and destruction of the inde- 
pendent nationalist Vietna- 
mese society and spirit only 
strengthens China's position in 
the area. 

I can see no justification for 
invading a foreign country, 
even by the subterfuge of pup- 
pet governments, in order to 
impose a solution to their in- 
ternal quarrels acceptable to 
the leaders of the United 
States. I respect the right of 
the Far Right to freedom of 
speech, but I would urge them 
to reconsider calmly whether 
the increasingly aggressive 
actions which they have been 
prodding the Administration 
into by the superpatriotic talk 
really serve the best interests 
of the America we all love. 
Does the waste of biliuons of 
dollars and hundreds of fine 
young lives in bombings, de- 
struction and extremely bloody 
ground combat really promote 
even the material interests of 
Americans, let alone the long- 
range freedom and  better- 
ment of worldwide humanity” 

The enclosed letter to Sen- 
ator Kuchel has not been ack- 
nowledged. I request that it 
be published in the Hornet 
because of the ethical prob- 
lems outlined. Tne Congress is 
not entirely to be blamed for 
the described abridgement of 
the First Amendment; there 
is apparently, within some of 
the churches, a partial failure 
to supoprt their own highest 
traditions and to urge their 
members against participation 
in unjust wars.

My Dear Senator Kuchel: 

Several] Christian denomina- 
tions, including the Catholic 
and the Lutheran, permit par- 
ticipation in just wars by their 
members, but not necessarily 
in unjust wars, and many in- 
dividuals outside organized re- 
ligion also feel that such a 
distinction must be main- 
tained. However, the U.S. draft 
laws at present make no pro- 
vision for particular wars, but 
require men to go against 
their consciences to partici- 
pate in unjust wars even if 
they admit that some types of 
war are just. 

Since our present aggres- 
sion in Viet Nam seems to ex- 
hibit clearly the nature of an 
unjust war which must be ab- 
stained from by an conscien- 
tious and ethical person alt- 
though wars of defense may 
be just, I denounce ¢nd decry 
this infringement and unfair 
debasement of religious con- 
viction contrary to the First 
Amendment of the U.S. Con- 
stitution and contrary to the 
Biblical injunction to obey 
God rather than men and to 
refrain from evil. 

And I respectfully ask that 
the Congress do swiftly upon 
its reconvening amend the 
draft laws to make provision 
for the exercise of their re- 
ligion by conscientious Chris- 
tians and ethical men wishing 
to avoid sin without being un- 
fairly imprisoned, and to 
clearly proclaim that men 
have the right (truly they have 
the duty) to abstain from par- 
ticular or specific wars which 
by religous or ethical criteria 
they have determined to be 
unjust. Although the draft 
may be felt to be necessary 
in some quarters, it must be 
limited to prevent its immoral 
misuse by {¢'.e government.

I have just been studying 
your Tuesday, Dec. 14, 1965, 
issue of the Hornet and have, 
again, become outraged. I am 
a student who is trying to 
make sense out of this “Change 
the Hornet” campaign. Your 
editorial is inconsistent with 
fact and I think that this 
should be brought out.

I do not 
want to manipulate the Hor- 
net, but I feel (as you do) that 
some changes are necessary, 
and I have felt the solution of 
these matters up to you. 


In Friday’s issue you come 
out attacking me in an edi- 
tor’s note. I think almost any- 
one can recognize your fallaci- 
ous arguments, so I won't con- 
cern myself with most of them.

NEW BIRTH CONTROL METHODS — 
WHAT THEY MEAN TO STUDENTS

One million illegal abortions 
were performed on American 
women in 1965, according to 
Dr. Mary Calderone of the 
Sexual Information and Edu- 
cation Council of the United 
States. The number of un- 
wanted children among college 
giris usually creates consider- 
able emotional and psychologi- 
cal problems for the couple, 
and their families. 

With these facts in view it 
seems that the college student 
of today should become fully 
informed about the various ef- 
fective methods of birth con- 
trol available to them. 

If a student is going to par- 
ticipate in either martial or 
pre-marital intercourse he or 
she should be aware of the 
consequences and be respons- 
ible enough to protece both so- 
ciety and himself from unwant- 
children or an illegal abortion. 
The married student often has 
financial or emotional respon- 
sibilities which will not permit 
the beginning of a family and 
birth control is a must. In 
both cases, but especiatiy in the 
first where there is a great 
deal of social and moral con- 
demnation, the students invol- 
ved should be able to acquire 
information about, and make 
use of birth control methods. 

Dr. Suzanne Snively, college 
physicians and head of the SSC 
Heaith Center, talked recently 
about birth contro) methods 
now practiced and the distri- 
bution of such information to 
SSC students. 

She said the SSC Health 
Center does not give birth con- 
trol pills or fit diaphragms, 
but she is willing to discuss 
and explain birth control 
methods and refer any girl to 
a private physician. 

If the girl is engaged or mar- 
ried, Dr. Snively said the cen- 
ter has in the past given her 
a prescription, but she feels her 
duty lies in informing the stu- 
dente of the advantages, dis- 
advantages and consequences 
of birth control methods, in- 
cluding the pill. 

By far the most popular 
method, the pill, has become 
a topic for much discussion and 
much myth about the facts and 
the affects. 

There are many different 
commercial brands of pills 
made by many chemical com- 
panies, but most of them are 
basically the same in chemical 
and hormone compound. They 
vary in a few hormones to 
suit the needs of different 
women. 

Chemicals and hormones in 
the pill imitate a pregancy in 
that they do not permit ovula- 
tion, even though a natural 
menstrual period occurs each 
month. During the first few 
months, the symptoms of 
morning sickness, weight gain 
or spotting might occur. If s0, 
these can usually be alleivated 
by a change in the strength 
of the pill. 

Economically, pills are fes- 
ible for most women and col- 
lege students. Depending upon 
the type and brand of the pill 
and the drug center, pills cost 
from $2.00 to $5.00 per month. 

The cycle for the pill con- 
sists of one pill taken at ap- 
proximately the same time 
each day for 20 days, beginning 
on the fifth day of the men- 
strual period. After the last 
pill, menstration will occur 
within one to five days, and 
the cycle is then ropeated 
again. 

Dr. Snively said the pills are 
effective and that the risk in- 
volved is that of human error 
—not remembering to take the 
pill every day. If a pill is for- 

the won.an is advised 
to take it as goon as she re- 
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She also commented on dia- 
phrams as a perfectly good and 
effective means of birth con- 
trol. If the diaphram is prop- 
erly fitted and properly used 
with a sterile jelly it is 100 per 
cent as effective as the pill. 

The diaphrams was used 
successfully for years before 
the pill was perfected, and 
many women prefer it today. 
It eliminates the possibility of 
forgetting a pill, but causes 
some inconveniece and prepa- 
ration before intercourse.

“Whe Gor Seat

Big time colleges and universities have been able to 
build their athletic forces through recruiting high school 
and junior college players. 


There are no rigid limits as to how far a college 
can go to lure a prospective athlete. Some boys get 
financial aid for a semester or so to start them out, 
some get academic assistance, while others get the 
“full load” —financial aid for a four-year program. 


But state colleges in the Far Western Conference are 
forbidden to give this type of aid to recruitees. 

Ray Clemons, Cal Boyes and Ev Shelton all recruit 
athletes, however, for their teams in football, baseball and 
basketball. Clemons told us how SSC grid recruiting is 
handled. 


“A youngster is brought to our attention through 
the efforts of our alumni, or a friend recommends him, 
or we scout him ourselves. We contact him by mail 
to see if he is interested in the college. Then we visit 
him and his parents, and try to sell him Sacramento 
State. 


“There are various points of interest to be brought 
to the attention of the boys. There’s the student body, 
education program, Sacramento Valley (Clemons chuckled 
here) and the community. 

“We take them on a visit of the campus, and they 
meet the faculty in their field of major interest. If they 
need financial help, we attempt to help them through 
legitimate on or off campus work. 

“We fee! two or three visits with the boy and three 
letters are sufficient in seeking his enrollment if he is 
serious about Sacramento State. 

“The primary objective is to sell the college. Out 
of 300 kigh school boys contacted, about 30 will come 
here. We recruit from almost anywhere in California, 
depending upon the boy.” 

Boyes is more limited in his baseball recruiting pro- 
gram. 

“We're more local. We don’t see as many games be- 
cause we're pretty well booked up during our own season. 
But we do some recruiting in the summer. Many boys 
play summer recreation baseball. We also scout winter 
league a little. 

“There's such a rush after our season is over in May 
that we don’t get much of an opportunity to scout after 
the spring year is over. We get a second look in the Fall 
at the boys whe’ve enrolled, however.” 

Basketball goes about it a little diiferent. 

Varsity mentor Ev Shelton devotes most of his 
recruiting time to junior college transfers, while 
freshman coach Jack Heron concentrates on high 
school graduates. 

High school players are recommended to the coach by 
players who played against these boys during their own 
prep days. The boys are contacted and are given a guided 
tour of the campus by present members of the team. 

The boys are informed of housing, college entrance 
tests, the team’s offensive strategy for the upcoming year, 
and the schedule of games. 

Sacramento State will not be able to develop an out- 
standing athletic program by recruiting athletes who 
otherwise would have gone to UCLA, but we can insure 
ourselves of a good sports department in our own con- 
ference. :
